The sixty now battenc*H 
of field artillery shall have four instead of 
six gnns each. By tho concessions thus in- 
dicated tho expenditures contemplated l>y 
the army bill will be reduced some 0,0111.- 
000 marks. 


The eventual success of its efforts to di> 
so depends upon the following, whiih 
Freiherr Von Huene can obtain among tlu' 
clericals and upon the number of lladicalH 
willing to cut loose from Euegen Richici 
and support tho Haenel-Iiickert-Bambergt-r 
group in voting for the bill.

A CURIOUS OLD WEAPON. 


OLDEST TYPE OF THE MAGAZINE 
A B M I N T H E WORXjD,

Siadtjiii Ijoncloti in loRO anil Kounil 
at Jialtimorc After the 
War—Its 
l l o t n a n t i c History 


IIB oldest type of raasjozitio sua 
ia the world is the Joan Ouck- 
son, which was made in London 
during the last part of the Six- 
teen ih Century. 
The only arm of this 
kind in the United States now known to 
bo in the possession of collectors is held 
in Hartford, Conn., by the connoisseur, 
A. E. Brooks, and can only be seen by 
the collector's favorites. 


A 
number 
of inventors, 
including 
Lieutenant 11. K. White, of the United 
States Navy, have been afforded accuss 
to the arm, which is one 
of 
romantic 
interest. 
The story of its loss and 
re- 
covery in the city of Baltimore during 
the war is in itself a fascinating one, not 
to speak of the mystery that surrounded 
it for years prior to tho attack on 
the 
Federal troops in 
16i)l 
in 
tho 
city 
founded in honor of Lord Baltimore. 


This ancient i;un bears the name and 
date 
'*John 
Cnckson, 
fecit, 
London 
15S6." 
The raagnaine was 
calculated 
for ten shots and rtsted at tho loft of the 
breech mechanism. 
The 
bullets 
were 
round and were ejected into placo simul- 
taneously with tho powder. 
The use of 
ft Hint lock necessitated 
a device 
that 
wojld 
carry tho powder into the 
pan, 
where it could be ignited by the spark 
from the steel. 
This was accomplished 
by a peculiar mechanism 
that 
carried 
enough powder from the magazine to tho 
right of the gunstock, from which point 
the distribution supplying the basin took 
place. 


The magazine was operated by a lever 
on the leit sido of the stock, 
which 
moved in a semicircle at riirht angles 
with the ma-^azmc itself. 
The motion 
threw the left band out and away from 
the gun until the quadrant 
was com- 
pleted, when the hand in operation ^was 
drawn back to the butt or stock. 


It is an interesting face taat the ball 
adjoined the powder when loaded, tho 
paper wadding that was regarded as in- 
dispensible in the cartridge that w^as 
used for 100 years before the war being 
co'ispicuous by its absence- 
The car- 
tridge ot the uresent date is identical in 


o

principle, with the exception that it is 
elongated and attached to the shell con- 
taining tho powder. 


The sight, which is perhaps six inches 
from the muzzle, is a crescent in form. 
The muzzle shows a plain bore half an 
inch in diameter. 
The stcck, which is 
liuely preserved, shows rare and curious 
carvings. 
The heads of the screws even 
are embellished with figures of dragons 
and wild animals. 


The cost of this old arm must have 
been great, as every particle of wor!c 
connected with it must have been exe- 
cuted by hand. 
Tne gun was so expen- 
sive in design and wor:cmanship that it 
could have been owned at iirst only by 
the rich and powerful land owner or 
militarv leader of the time of its manu- 
facture. 
It is a plausible 
theory, at 
least, that it was brought to America by 
one of 
the wealthy 
colonists 
under 
Iiord Baltimore. 
While there arc no ex- 
act data at hand at present 
sustaining 
ihis notion as fuliy as could be desired, 
there is unmistakable 
reason 
for ad- 
hering to it as the only tenable one. 


The history of the gun during the last 
thirty years is not destitute ot exciting 
features. 
After the attack on the Union 
forces that were marche:l through Balti- 
more in April, 1801, the city was ordered 
to 
be searched 
by 
the 
Government 
forces, and arms of every nature were 
contíscated by the Provost Guard. These 
amis 
were rendezvoused at a 
central 
point, where they were kept under guard 
for four years. At the conclusion of hos- 
tilities, the residents of Baltimore, from 
whom the arms in 
question had been 
taken in 18C1, were allowed to recover 
them. 
Tfiey were rusty, and the selec- 
tions were generally of small value. 


Strange as it may seem, the old mag- 
azine gun of the Sixteenth Century, was 
so unprepossessing in tho ruse and de- 
lilement of its long servitude that no one 
cared for it enougu to take it home. 
In 
the end it was actually tirown away and 
left to bo carried oil by a ragpicker as 
old junk. 
It was purchased from the 
ragpicker for half a dollar and talcen to 
an old German gunsmith in the city, to 
be transformed, if 
possible from tho 
flintlock to Ü modern piece. 
Weeks af- 
terward tho German gunmaker decided 
that the job could not De done and that 
the old gun should have no better fate 
thaa the junk heap. 
A second 
trade 
was ellected, and the 
repairer of old 
muskets became himself the owner, pay- 
ing $1,50 for tho privilegy.

A personal visit from 
tho collector to tho old German 
gun- 
smith was the only way that led to suc- 
cess in the negotiations. 
A large check 
was made payable to tho Baltimore dis- 
coverer before his consent was obtained 
to the removal of the ancient weapon to 
Connecticut.

into 
ecstasies over it, considering it one of 
the most interestinir mechanisms known

SMALL vessel, the exact simili- 
tude 
of tho oldest survivinii 
relic of tlie greatest seamen of 
tho Aliddlc 
Agesj will 
soou 
journey from Neiv 
York 
by 
water 
through i^e Erie Canal and the lakes to 
Cbicflgo, Where will be exhibited this 
relic oi the past. 
The vessel of^ which 
this 13 au exact reproduction, made by 
order of tho Norwegian Government, is 
no rude affair, althougn it is lOOU years 
old. 
Ju its iine lines, careful construc- 
tion and exact finish we find much thah 
the best art of the shipbuilder has failed 
10 improve. 


This craffc herself may have visited 
under her owner's command tho whole 
north 
of Scotland, 
Ireland, and 
oven 
England. 
One just like her must have 
been sailed by Loif Eriksson when he 
landed upon the cost of Vinland, pre- 
figuring 
tho remarkable voyage 
now 
made by the 
duplicate of the ancient 
thip. 


As to this particular ship, 
however, 
Us age is not ascertainable with any de- 
gree of accuracv, nor to whom 
it 
be- 
longed. 
All that we do know is that 
ehe was placed where 
she 
was 
found 
somewhere during tho Ninth 
or Tenth 
Century. 
She doubtless belonged 
to 
some Viking who 
made 
his 
piratical 
cruises from the great Sandefjord, as she 


A s'/iip, graves dug 
in 
the shape of a 
boat, 
and rumerous 
other 
remains in 
popular ship form in burinl. 


This was then a senulchral 
ship—tho 
coffin of some great Viking of tho Tenth 
Century 
awaiting tho summons of tho 
cock, which will crow at Ragnarock. 


This boat is marvelously well 
pre- 
served. 
Tho blue clay became a her- 
metical case, preventing tho entrance of 
water and air. 
Unfortunately the mound 


tho best ships' boats in 
use—the whale 
boats, as they aro called, and 
to 
life* 
boats and proper surf boat?. 


Tho Vikmg'»' ship is built of well-sea- 
soned oak. 
Tho keel is very deep and 
is made of great oak beams. 
To this 
the bent timbers are fastened. Tho joints 
of these natural growths of timber care- 
fully selected, are joined with withes of 
tree roots, elastic and durable. 


The planks aro of sound, well-seasoned

The *«3Inr?arot" Statue at NoirOrloans. 


In an address to the Woman^s Suffracro 
Association of Brooklyn, the Rev. Anna 
Shaw is quoted as saying: 


*'Traverse our country from shore to 
shore» and nowhere will you iiod ono 
block of granite erected to the memory 
ot American womanhood.'* 


This question is answered by a plain- 
field (N. J.) correspondent, E. Z. Pen- 
field, who points out that in the city of 
New Orleans stands tho white marblo 
figure of a woman, with tho simple namo 
•^Margaret" inscribed on the pedestal. 
She was Margaret Haughery, «'the or* 
phans friend," and aNew Orleans guide- 
book gives this account of her: 


**New Orleans can claim some credit 
for raising 
the 
only 
monument to a 
woman 
over 
erected 
in tho 
United 
States. 
In a little grassy plot of ground 
at the intersection of Camp and Poytonia 
streets, stands the white marble fiifuro of 
a 
woman, inscribed with tho 
simple 
name 'Margaret.' 
Sdated in a chair, 
with a shawl around her shoulders, and 
one arm thrown around the neck of a 
child, is the fiijure of the deceased Mar* 
garet Haughery, 'the orphan's friend.' 


*<The location is well-selected, for it 
faces tho female orphan asylum, towards 
the establishment of which Margaret did 
so much. 
The woman whom it is in- 
tended to honor was unable either to 
read or write, butby^her energy acquired 
a considerable fortune, all the income 
from which was given to the various 
orphan asylums of New Orleans, without

was disinterred from Gokstad, a mound 
on that sound, in 1880. 
The fact that 
the mound, which \vas<ibout 150 feet in 
circumference» was made of blue clay, 
accounts for the preservation 
of 
this 
wonderful relic. 


Such interments and such 
discoveries 
•of them have been made in other parts 
of Scandinavia as well as elsewhere, but 
this is the largest and most perfect ves- 
eel yet 
found. 
Professor 
Engelhardt 
found ons in 1863 atNy Saur, in Schles- 
wig, lorty-five feet lonir, and another was 
found in 18(>7 nt Tune forty-two feet 
lonir. 
This one is seventy-seven feet 
eleven inches long, sixteen feet seven 
indjes beam, and five feet nine inches in 
^^ 
sloping to a ridge puic running 


had been entered centuries before and no 
weapons or treasure were left, only a few 
of the bones of the lord of the ship. 
Strangely enough, with these were the 
hollow bones of a peacock, probably the 
trophy of some marauding cruise to the 
southward, and the remains of the skele- 
ton of a little dog, with some 
fishhooks 
and some bronze ornaments for belts and 
harness. 
Near by were other interesting 
articles. 
There were tho bones of nine 
or ten horses and dogs which had prob- 
ably been slaughtered upon the grave of 
the ship's captain. 
There was also a pile 
of 
oaken 
chips and a neatly shaped 
hatchet, and a piece of wood with a hole 
into which the shank of an anchor had 
been inserted, with a few bits of iron re- 
maining near by. 
The remains of 
two 
or three small oaken canoes were also 
found, with some oars belonging to the 
vessel and to the canoes. 
The ship's 
oars were from eighteen to twenty feet 
lonir. 
There were also 
found in the 
mound a large solid 
copper 
caldron, 
some low bedsteads like those stiil in use 
in Norway, some drinking cupS; so ne 
tubs, and several pieces of carved 
and 
painted wood. 


Some of the beams were carved to re- 
present draiions' heads, and many large 
round 
shields of 
thin wood were 
also 
found, all these having like the walls of 
the ship traces ol blaciv ana yellow paint 
on them. 
These shields were undoubt- 
dly placed overlapping each other along 
the sides of tho vessel lor ornament and 
to ])rotecu the rowers from 
tho 
spray. 
There was also a landing plank twenty- 
four feet long, ten inches broad and 
inches thick, roughened 
on 
its upper 
surface to prevent slipping. A few pieces 
of rope and some woolen ra^s, part of 
the suil, were also found. 


The chamber in the ship in which the 
unburned body was deposited was a tent- 
like apartment made ot logs placed side 


hewed oak about an inch and a half 
thick. 
They 
are worked in 
clinker- 
fashion—that is, over-lapping each other, 
and they have both their inside 
and 
their 
outside 
edges 
molded. 
Great 
labor and care must have been taken in 
selecting the timber and in cutting and 
curving these plank with hatchets and 
axes. 
They are riveted on with iron 
rivets, which are clinched on both sides, 
and there are a few oaken bolts here 
find there. 
She has no deck, and the 
seatf for the rowers are gone—probably 
having been removed when the boat was 
placed in the tomb. 
A floor made by 
notching the sides and lower planks and 
putting loose boards therein, covers the 
bottom of the boat, leaving 
bilgeways 
beneath. 
Tnere are sixteen oar holes or 
row ports on either side, each about four 
inches in diameter. 
These row 
ports 
are so constructed that the oars can only 
be thrust outwards, toward the stern, 
and are covered by pieces of wood on 
the Inside when the oars are unshipped. 


The size of these row ports and the 
absence of seats would indicate that the 
short, quick, standing stroke was used 
and not the long, man-of-war, sweeping 
stroke. 


PRACTICAIi nrxTS. 


China may bo mended as firmly a* a 
rock by

Those who have seen this vessel as- 
sure us that her model embodies all that 
is requisite

The rudder of this vessel was in ex. 
cellent preservation and it is interesting 
Jrom many points of view. 
It is on the 
starboard (steer board) side of the ves- 
sel, and this, the governing side, is that 
still sacred to oincial use in all ships. 


This rudder is a sore of broad, thick 
paddle, with a very short handle. 
It 
pivots on a conical piece of wood pro- 
jecting a foot fro.n the vessel's side and 
through which a rope passed confining 
the rudder. A tiller, fastened to the up- 
per end of this oar, enabled it to be 
turned readily by changing the angle of 
the blade in the water. 


The galley was fitted with one mov- 
able mast, which stepped in a socket 
sunk in a beam at tho bottom of the ves- 
sel. 
At tho pardners the mast passed 
through a lozenge shaped hole ju a fish 
siiaped piece of wood, where it was con- 
fined by wedges. 


The discovery of this gallery was of 
importance to scholars, 
as well as to 
artists and seamen. 
Its 
construction 
illustrates many points in art, literature 
and history allecting the ship.

Snekar, or a Drakar, whose carved prow 
and 
stern, riding far above the wave,

TO MAKE HOME MADE CAN'OXES. 


Butter Scotch—Boil a cupful of sugar, 
cupful 
of 
molasso?, half 
a cup of 
butter, a tablespoonful of soda, 
Stit 
frequently, and as soon as thesyruo will 
snap between 
tho 
teeth 
after 
being 
dipped in cold water, remove from the 
fire and flavor to taste. 
Pour upon a 
buttered tin one-fourth of an inch thick, 
and when nearly cold mark off in strips 
or squares and wrap in paraffin paper. 
This 13 excellent. 


Lemon 
Drops—Boil 
one pound 
ol 
sugar, a cupful of water and one-half 
teaspoonful of cream of tartar until a 
little dipped into cold water will snap 
between the teeth without a suspicion of 
stickiness. 
Kemove from the fire and 
add tartaric acid to the taste, and fiavor 
highly with oil or essence of lemon; oil 
is preferable if obtainable. 
Drop the 
candy from a spoon upon buttered tms 
to form drops, or pour into an oiled pan 
and mark oli in squares. 


An oiled cloth wiped around the edge 
of a 
kettle in which syrup 33, boiling, 
making an 
oily 
streak just Oelow the 
rim, will prevent its boiling over, and 
must be looked to in candies whic x can- 
not be stirred.—Good Housekeeping. 


PALATABIiE POTATOES. 


Fried potatoes are a staple of family 
tables, 
but 
how 
many housekeepers 
serve them nicely? 
American fried jjo- 
tatoes arc boiled first and sliced cold to 
fry. 
They need a large frying pan, or 
are best cooKed on a griddle which has 
surface enough to let each piece lie next 
to the 
fire. 
The careless cook throws 
in potatoes enough to fill tho pan, let. 
ting some scorch and others get sodden. 
Slice them a quarter of an inch thick, so 
as noe to break in turning. 
Salt and 
pepper, and when the large spoonful of 
iat is turning brown in the hot pan lay 
them in, brown quickly and turn with a 
broad griddle ca.ce turner. 
Potatoes oi 
secondary quality are best pared and 
sliced raw and ir.ed. 
The heat of boil 
ing fat, which is stronger than that ol 
boiling water, drives tho water out oi 
them. 
Small, deep kettles are sold foi 
frying, and the lard is kept in them and 
used many times over. 


The Secret of ••Chips"—The secret oi 
frying Saratoga potatoes or **chips," as 
they are called, is to have them cold, 
crisp and dry before putting them in the 
boiling iat. 
They are sliced as chin as 
possible, soaked in ice water an hour ot 
more, and each slice dried on a towel, 
fried in very hot fat and drained on ii 
sieve a moment in a very hot oven oi 
over the itove, then cooled in a drafi 
quickly. 
They are hardly worth tuo 
trouble. 


Tne Virginia Way—They taste befctei 
to be sliced thicker, soaked 
in 
cold 
water, drained and fried in a covereo 
pan with two or three spoonfuls of suet, 
turning brown before they aro put in 
salt and pepper thickly while cooking ai 
leisure. 
Tins is a Virginia fashion oJ 
cooking potatoes, 


Hoosier Potatoes—For dinner they are 
pared and boiled till nearly done, then 
put in the kettle with nico boiling white 
turnips to 
finish. 
As much turn ip a: 
potato is tho rule, and tho turnips mus' 
bo put to cook half an hour earlier to bi 
dono at the same time, 
When done 
drain; let tho kettle stand 
uncoveret 
over the (ire a moiijent to drive out th( 
steam from the vegetables, and mash 
them together, 
mixing well 
with two 
spoonfuls of butter, 
salt to tustu and 
serve in a well smoothed mound in a hot 
dish with pepper on the top. 
Tais is a 
nice way of serving turnips, without the 
strong fiavor most persons didlike, and 
potatoes of ordinary quality ara better 
U2cd in this fashion. 


Kentucky Potatoes—Slice tho pota- 
toes as for frying, and soak in cold 
water for half an hour. 
Parboil in a 
frying pan, pour tho water olì, and let 
them stand on the tire uncovered till the 
steam is driven oil; brown a spoonful of 
butler or fat and pour over them a min- 
ute after, then cover the potatoea 
with 
milk, in which 
they should boil till 
done. 
Salt and pe^jper while cuokina-, 
and watch lest they burn. There should 
bo just milk enough when dona for a 
&,camy gravy, thic,teued by tho starch
